Twenty planters In Adams county 
received 45.584 trees from the nur­ 
series of the department of forests 
and waters during the sprint*,plant­ 
ing season of this year, according to 
data released by Charles R. Meek 
chief of the bureau oi forest exten­ 
sion. 
In the state. 1762 planters received 
8.765.941 trees, lands in every coun­ 
ty of the state being replanted by 
products from the state nurseries 
Mon* than 130,000.000 forest trees 
from the nurseries have b<*'*n plant­ 
ed since 1899, when the first trees 
were set out on state lands in Pike 
county. 
A total of 82,729 991 trees 
have been distributed 
to 
private 
planters in the period that followed, 
the number increasing each year.

Mr. Redding, formerly of G ettys­ 
burg, who suffered several broken 
! ribs and a punctured lung in Hie 
i accident, was in tile local hospital 
for several weeks after the crash 
At one time his life hung In Ute bal­ 
ance. but tie rallied and now is re­ 
ported to be doing nicely, although 
I not yet fully recovered, 
A coroner s Jury which Investi­ 
gated Clark's death returned a ver­ 
dict of accidental death in connec- 
I Hon with the accident, and Dr. E. 
A Miller, Adams county coloner, to­

The principal theme of Doctor 
Hanson's address was the four-fold 
program of Gettysburg college This 
program, he said, includes the build - 
mg of strong, healthy bodies, an em ­ 
phasis on academic values rather 
than a great amount of encyclo­ 
paedic knowledge, wholesome social 
life on the campus and the building I 
of character and an appreciation oi 
spiritual values. 
At the outset of his talk, Doctor 
Hanson predicted that college at­ 
tendance would increase rather than 
decrease iii the next few years, be­ 
cause fathers having an education I 
will want their sons to have an ed­ 
ucation. and fathers, without an ed­ 
ucation, will want their boys edu­ 
c a t e so that they can forge ahead 
in life. 
In explanation of the difference 
between colleges mid 
universities 
the speaker sn id the idea of the 
college Is to bring together a group I 
of young men and to train them in I 
Christian leadership and to that end 
the trustees of Gettysburg college 
have limited the student body here I 
to GOO students so that more inti­ 
mate contact may be had between 
professors and students. 
In speaking of the first feature of 
the four-fold program announced 
for Gettysburg college, Doctor Han­ 
son said that "too often a man with 
a neurotic body is likely to have a 
lommyrotic mind * 
He said the lo­ 
cal school makes it obligatory for 
every student to participate in some 
form of exercise, and expressed the 
belief that wholesome, outdoor ex­ 
ercise will raise the morals of the 
student body as a whole 
Gettysburg college has a larger 
number of professors on Its faculty 
with Doctor degrees than any school 
of 
it 
size 
in 
Pennsylvania, 
the 
speaker said, pointing out the stress 
laid on academic values. 
The local 
college, he said, has pioneered in 
the practice of .sending its profes­ 
sors t*> other colleges and univer­ 
sities to se** the work being dot$f 
there, 
Of its students. Gettysburg col­ 
lege requires each of them when In* 
enters Ut take an oath that they 
will refrain from cheating, drinking 
and immorality while in school. the 
speaker said 
He added that every 
effort possible is exerted to keep the 
social life of the campus as high as 
possible. 
The college is the place where 
young men should be taught to ap­ 
preciate spiritual vulues and where 
characters should be molded, 
"The 
supreme task of the college is the 
rearing of honest men,” he added. 
"A sharp blade in the hands of a 
surgeon is an instrument of good, 
but in the hands of a ruffian it may 
be a death-dealing weapon.”

.speaker continued, lidding, '‘it is the 
PUI ixsse of the college to inspire its 
students to make their selection for 
their life after they are graduated.”

Safety Wood, Invented By 
New Yorker, Stops Flames 


New York, June 24 (AP).—A safe­ 
ty wood, which exhales its own fire 
extinguisher, 
was 
exhibited 
here 
Monday by Professor Albin H Rey- 
I er, of the Columbia university test­ 
ing laboratories, 
A two-inch-thick door of the wood 
held black smoke and flames six 
times as long as did a me ta I-covered 
door. The protective moisture is a 
secret 
chemical 
preparation, 
Dr 
Beyer explained, which is produced 
on the bark of the wood. 
It is like 
glue and is made by the touch of 
the flames combining with chemical 
soaked into the wood 


t 
The wet skin retards fire, which 
'however, eats ii off slowly, leaving 
a charred black film. As soon as 
this top skin is eaten through a new 
flayer forms underneath because the 
chemicals impregnate the wood com­ 
pletely. Only the topmost layer of 
molecules, said Proefssor Beyer, are 
effected at any one moment. They 
explode at the touch of flames, 
throwing out tiny sprays. 
The test was conducted for Henry 
Klein, m anufacturer, who invented 
! the process. The doors were set in 
I the sides of a large furnace, the 
( flames licking their interior faces.

He has explored the depths 
of the pyramids, and has remained 
for hours atop the cathedral of 
Notre Dame in Paris, where Victor 
Hugo's “Hunchback of Notre Dame” 
lived.
